vehicle is operable as a boat on water and operable as a road vehicle on land. 

26, (New) The vehicle of claim 25 wherein the elongate member is adapted 
for sliding engagement with the at least one corresponding mounting formation on the hull of the 
vehicle. 

27. (New) The vehicle of claim 25 in which at least one corresponding 
mounting formation is a re-entrant channel into which a formation on the elongate member is 
slidably received and the channel is open at one end, the keel further comprises a tip member 
attached to the hull adjacent the open end and to prevent the elongate member from being 
withdrawn from the channel in use,
